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A Double Denth In a Tosement Houvse—A Man
and his Wile Found Dead this Moraing—In-
temperance the FPrabable Unuse,

Two deaths oceurred early this moming under
rather suspicious circumstances In a tenoment
house In the southern part of the city. A man
and his wife were both found dead in their own
room, with no apparent cause for the ocour-
rence, they having been seen in apparently good
bealth on the evenlng previous.

The man's name wag John Gallagher. THe
was an Irishman, and did not do anything in

mrticular for a living, having lost one of his

{mmha. His wife was a bhard-working woman,

and has generslly born the reputation of being

temporate.  8he worked out by the day, did

washing, cleaning and the like, and supporied

her husband.  They lived in one small room on
the baeck of the third floor of No. 609 Swanson
street, in the Third ward.

A little girl living on the premises siates that
Gallagher was scen at the front door last eve-
ning in good health, but eome of the other occu-

wnts of the bullding say that he was about the

Enmee. but was not well, belng oveicome with

the exertion of moving their household effects

on last Thursday, when they moved into the
resent quarters after beiog turmed out of a

ouse near Waler and Dock streets, This pos-
eible sickness might show cause for the death of
the mon; bt the fact that both the man and the
woman were found dead at nearly the same
time cannot so easlly be accounted for. The
woman was known Lo be in good health, strong
and heerty, und without complaint, Officer

MeCullongh, in whose beat the house is8 situated,

was infermed early this morning that the deaths

bad taken place, and visited the spog.

He found the man lying dead on the bed in
their thind gtory room, and the woman dead on
the floor, facing in the other direetion from the
man. A small tin Kettle partly filled with
whicky was found onn trunk near the bed.
The officer lmmedintely gave orders that
nothing wag to be disturbed, and telegraphed
to the Coroner to hold an inquest.

The inquest was Lo be held at eome time dar-
ivg the moring, bul until the result of that is
mude known a true statement ol the facts of the
case cannot be made.

On visiting the spot this morning the body
was found as described. The house is three
stories in height, and In every room is one entire
family, and none of the families are very small,
by any means. The hounse is in the filthy con-
dition usual to such places, and the strong and
unpleasant odors that greet the nose of the visi-
tor are anything but pleasant.

The various inmates of the house have different
storles of the oceurrence, from which it is almost
imposgible to glean one which will combine the

rincipal facts of all. The landlady of the

ouse, living on the first floor, says that ehe had
no knowledge of anything connected with the
affair untll about half-past five o'clock this
morning, when some one came down stairs and
told her that Gallagher was dead, and that his
wife and another woman living on the third
floor had lifted hiwm from the floor where he had
been lyiog to the bed. A doctor was sent for,

ut when he arrived the woman was dead also,
and was lying in her every-day clothing on the
foor. The doctor said that nothing conld he
done to ald thew, and directed that information
should be given to the police, which was
accordingly done. The otlicer then came and
covered up the bodies, to keep the flies off, and
closed the shutters, but otherwise left the bodies
just as they had been found. The landlady
expregses her sorrow that she did not know of
the occurrence sooner, or something would surely
have been done to Lelp the sufferers.

No marks of bodily violence were found on
either of the bodies, but some time after death
had taken place the bodies turned a dark yellow
color. This, taken together with the fact of the
whisky being found in the room, and the state-
ment of & neighbor, leads to the belief that the
parties died from the effects of excessive intem-

erance. The neighpor's statement referred to

8 that of 2 woman living in the third story

front of the same house, who says that G:l?-
lagher and hie wife were cutting up high, and
muking a great noise during the night, and that
this uproar QnI‘v ceased with the coming of
morning. If this statement be true, the two
undoubtedly participated in a heavy spree in
the night, from the effects of which they died
this morning. The result of the inquest will be
published as soon ar known.

Deatruction of n Woaollen ML,

At sixteen minutes after 7 o'clock this
morning an alarm of fire was sounded from
box No, 288, looated in the Goot' Will
Hose House. Wood street, below Twenly-
third. The firomen responding with alacrity
found the woollen mill of John Dearie, situated
on Linn strect, between Twenty-third and
Twenty-fourth, wrapped in flames. Owing to
the nature of the contents the heat evolved was
almost insufferable; nevertholess the members
of the yarious companies worked like Trojans
to check the progress of the flames. Their
¢fforts, however, were unavailing, and In the
epace of about one hour the place was a com-
plete wreck. The property destroyod wasa four-
story stone bullding, rongh east, 45 by 80 feet,
and was filled with the latest and mostimproved
machinery.

The firm employed, on an average, above 200
bands. These had all gathered for their daily
labor, when, at a few minutes after 7 o'clock,
the aiarm wns given that the bullding was on
fire, and the next seen was ihe flames bursting
forth. The fire originated in the picker-room,
sitnated in the northeast coruer of the third
gtory of the building. This room was separated
from the other npartments by an iron door. In
the place at the time were one workman and
two boys, who aulempted to extinguish the
flames by means of ruti-nt fire-extionguishors,
but were unsuccessful. Word was then com-
municated to the engincer, who made nse of a
gteam apparatus, but with no other effect than
driviog the workman and boys from the room,
the dense volume of steam being too overpower-
ing. Unfortunately, they hiad not time to close
the iron door mentioned above, and the conse-
quence was that the fire soon spread. The loss
